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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendments made to lines 1-4 of claim 1 and to lines 1 , 3-4 and 1 1-12 of claim 9 raise new issues that 
would require further consideration and/or search. 



Continuation of 13. Other: Regarding Applicant's request for reconsideration of the finality of the outstanding office action, it should be 
pointed out that Applicant's amendment to the claims in the reply filed 9/7/05 alone is basis for the new grounds of rejection presented in 
the 6/6/06 office action and for the finality of that office action. It is also noted that Applicant made further amendments to the claims in 
the reply filed 12/12/05, which also preceded the issuance of the final office action. The Hall reference was cited and applied as a result of 
Applicant's amendments to the claims. The Examiner cannot anticipate all of the possible amendments that Applicant can make to the 
claims. The MPEP requires the initial search to be based upon the claimed invention and that from the specification which can be 
reasonably expected to be brought into the claims. The amendments made to the claims in the replies filed 9/7/05 and 6/6/06 went 
beyond what the Examiner expected to be brought into the claims, and Applicant failed to point out on record that such claim amendments 
were intended to be made. Therefore, the Examiner conducted an additional search which produced the Hall patent.
